to the Helena National Bank (HNB) in Helena, Arkansas, as the on- 
line ''server.” 

It is noted that on 3/31/97 the writer contacted the 
Secret Service and notified them of this matter which was 
documented in a letter sent to the US Attorney Office in Oxford.
